l am inclined to believe (ſays Moo, 1hid.)that Bungey was no Stranger to the 
ſurpriſing Experiments of his Brother Fier Bacon, (of whom hereafter) and d 
likely he might have had a Sight of his Writings, wherein there is an Inſight 
given into natural Magick, or experimental. Philoſophy, not well underſtood by 
many in thoſe Days: But neither Fier Bacon, or Frier Bungey were ever held, br 
the unprejudiced and learned Part of the World, to be ſuch Conjurers, as to hy 
guilty of Necromancy, or of holding a Correſpondence, or Communication vith 
evil Spirits, though the ignorant and unlearned Populace, have been known to

look upon them as ſuch: Their Experiments exceeded not the lawful Bounds of Lo 
Nature, however they might ſurpaſs the Reach of the Illiterate, or of the Unit 
dilcerving Vulgar.

John accompanied his 
Maſter, to that learned Univerſity; where he became. fo great a Philoſopher, 
that, for his Age and the Time he had ſtudied, the ſaid Univerſity was not able 
to produce his Match.

He 


begins every Chapter of his Treatiſe (de Principio) of the Supreme Being, with a 


devout Raifing of his Mind to God, and cloſes his Diſcourſe of the Divine At- 


tributes and Perfections with a pious Colloquy or Addreſs to God, 7 
| He was moreover favour'd (as (a) Authors write) with heavenly,Apparitions ; 


Wor, on a certain Chriſt- aſs Night, as he was in Contemplation of the wonder- 
Wu! Myſtery of the Incarnation, our Lord and Saviour Jeſus, in the Form of a 


tender Infant, vouchſaf'd to appear to him, to ſit upon his Arms, and to comfort 


And careſs him with moſt ſweet and repeated Embraces; a ſure Mark of the In- 


vocence of his Heart, the Purity of his Mind, and the Sanctity of his Life; 


ich Vertues he endeavour'd to the utmoſt of his Power, to communicate to 
ther by his fervent Sermons, whereby the Minds of his Hearers were filPd with 
Neavenly Sentiments, and tranſported with real Affections of true Contrition and 
the Love of God, who was pleas'd to ſhew, by a miraculous Sign, how accep- 

ble the zealous Labours of this his Servant were to his divine Majeſty ; for, 
pu a certain Time when a numerous People flock'd to hear him in ſuch Crouds, 
that he cou'd hardly be ſeen by many that were forced to ſtand at a Diſtance, on 
7H ſudden both the Preacher and the Pulpit were ſeen to be rais'd up on high by 
divine Power; ſo that he cou'd eaſily be both ſeen and hear'd by all; which 
Frodigy caus'd great Admiration, and made the preſent Sermon ſink ſo deep 
Into the very Hearts of the Audience, that they gave as diligent Attention to 
Ius Words, as if he had been an Angel ſent down from Heaven, and it is 
ot to be doubted, but moſt Chriſtian and laſting good Diſpoſitions were 
Prought in their Souls by the divine Grace, and his fervorous Speeches. 


But ſuch is the Perverſneſs of human Nature, that the moſt refined Vertue 


not ſufficient to raiſe a Man above the Malice and Envy of evil Minds; This 
ppears from the groundleſs and virulent Cenſures aud Calumnies caſt upon

Grave, too ſoon, was buried alive; but that recovering ſomewhat his Spirit, 
Miſerabili edito mugitu, pulſatoque diu Sepulchri Lapide, eliſo tandem Capite enecay 


eſt ;, That is, making a lamentable Bellowing, and Knacking a long while at the Stone 


the Sepulchre, and at laſt bruiſing his Head was kilfd out right; inſinuating (as i 
ſeems) that he daſh'd out his Brains through Impatience. A likely Story ! Wh 


| heard theſe his lamentable Bellowings? Who cou'd be ſo barbarouſly hard-Heat. 


ed as to hear the melancholly Noiſe of his Thumping ſo long at his Grave. 
Stone without running to his Relief? Why truly no Chriſtian ever heard ay 
ſuch Thing, till about two hundred Years after the Noiſe was over: Yet By. 
vius and ſome others, ſeem to give Credit to the groundleſs Calumny, though 
they have it only from Paulus Jovius, and that meerly upon Truſt; for he quote 


no Author for what he aſſerts. Scotus indeed had many brisk Oppoſers ot hi 
School-Opinions, both of his own and other Orders; For Example, Br. Ii. 


liam Occham, a Franciſcan, and his Followers, the Nominalifts, and Sr. Tims 
Aquinas and his numerous School of Thomiſts ; Yet not a Man of all theſe ever ra 


to Srotus's Grave to dig for Scandals againſt his Perſon, his Life, or the Manner 


of his Death. As no Article of his Doctrine was ever condemn'd, or cenſurl 
by the Catholick Church, ſo was not his Pecfon defamed before Paulus Jovius pro-. 


duced this black Calumny two Ages after all other Writers of him had aſſertet 


that he died in Peace;as appears by the Tables at his Tomb, and the Epitaphs and 
Inſcriptions upon it in the Franciſcan Church of the Conventuals at Cologn; whete 
the Year, the Month, the Day of his Death, and the Place of his Interrment at 
mark'd,down, and not the leaſt Hint given of this Diſafter, by the Writers dd 
Cologn, of Germany, or of his own Order, who were the moſt like to know, whit 


happen'd amongſt them at home, and who were very punctual iu giving down Wi 


to Poſterity every minute Occurrence of their Time.

what Country Man they pleaſe ; This I] dare ſtand to, viz. that he did his firſt 
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Studies in England, was a Member of the Engliſh Franciſcan Province, and taught 
his firſt Courſe of Divinity at Oxford. It is one great Inſtance of Scotus's Merits, 
nat (notwithſtanding the Calumnies mention'd) he has ever been in ſuch E- 
ſteem in the World, as the Phenix of Wit and Parts, that his Birth-place has 
deen ſtrenuouſly contended for; not only by a few Cities, as for Homer, the Prince 
pf Poets; but by whole Nations, who have drawn their Pens to prove him 
their own by Right of Birth. For my own Part, I declare againſt all ſorts of 
Fighting, am no Man of War, love Peace, and hate all Strife; and therefore 
villonly venture to relate ſome few Heads of what. is alledg'd by good Au- 
hors, whereby any impartial Reader may be convinc'd he was born and bred in 
Er7/a1d. They are theſe, viz. Dr. Pits from Leland, and Leland from certain

|. Amongſt the Franciſcans who, with great Zeal, ſerved the poor Ann 1590. 
Catholicks in England, in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, I will here 
take Notice of one, of whom Br. (a) Angelus Maſon gives the following remarkable 
Relation, which he ſays, he had from the Mouth of a good Religious Prieſt. 
Frier John ——— who was commonly known by the Name of the Old Beg gar, 
had embraced and follow'd the Inftitute and Order of St. Francis, and he lived in 
the Houſe of one Roger Lockwood, upon Terpim-Green, in the Pariſh of Layland, 
inthe County of Lancaſter ; and was ſo noted for his many great Vertues and 
his penitential Way of Living, that the Earl of Darby, being moved with 
the Holineſs of his Life, prevail'd with Queen Elizabeth to grant him Letters of 
her Royal Protection, whereby he was authorized to wear his Religious Habit 
in publick, even in thoſe Times when the penal Laws were freſh and in full Force 
againſt the Catholicks. This Holy Man was favour'd with a particular divine 
Gift of curing all ſorts of Diſeaſes; ſo that being at laſt confin'd to his Cham- 
ber, not only by a decrepid old Age, but alſo with great Pains in his Limbs, oc- 
caſion'd by the Auſterities of many Years ſevere Mortification and penitential 
Life, the People flock'd to him in great Numbers from all the Northern Parts 
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175 of England, bringing with them their Children and Friends, nay and even their 
| ly Diſtemper'd Beaſts and Herds, to be cured by him. 1 
aten The Benedictines (as cis ſaid) reckon him one of theirs, for this only Reaſon,

a true Religious Child of St. Francis; And pray to God for me and for the Holy Church. 
Then Godfrey came into England, where he was ſoon taken up and caſt into Priſon, 
and lay in that Confinement for four or five Years, in almoſt extreme Want of 
all Neceſſaries, and oppreſs'd with great Calamities; All which Afflictions he 
underwent with an invincible Patience, giving daily Inſtances of his extraordinary 
Vertues and wonderful Holineſs of Life; So that perſiſting, with an Apoſtolic 
Reſolution, in the conſtant Confeffion of the Catholick Faith, he was at 1zf 
drawn out to Execution; where, after divers Infults and Ignominies, he was pu 
to Death, on the 12th of July (the 22d new Style) Anno 1598. So the Author of 
the Franciſcan Martyrology and others, who reckon him a Martyr. 

I. Br. John Ricyel departed this Life, about this time, in the Fran- 
eiſcan Convent at Lovain, where he had lived many Years in great

Here ſome of them ſtaid to build 
their firſt Convent; in Order whereunto, one Alexander, the Provoſt, or Maſter 
of the abovementionꝭd Poor ' Prieſts | Hoſpital, gave a Spot of Ground, ſet out 
with a convenient Houſe. and a decent Chappel, or Oratory, which, by his Care 
and charitable Endeavours, were there built for them. Here that good Man 


placed the ſaid Friers; And, This (as Weever (b) ſays) was the firſt Convent 


of the Friers Minors that ever was in England, and was held as Wood (c) ſays, 
in the Name of the Corporation, or Community of Canterbury, for the Uſe of 
the ſaid Friers; They being, by their Profeſſion, incapable of any Dominion, or 
Right to any Thing. How long it was before this Convent was built I cannot 
find; But fo very religious and exemplary were the Lives and Manners of theſe 
good Men, that they gain'd the Eſteem of all Perſons, and were much in the 
Favour of Srephen Langton, at that time Archbiſhop of Canterbury, of Dr. Hen) 
| Langton, that Prelate's - Brother and Archdeacon, of Henry Lord Sandwich 
and chiefly of a certain Noble Counteſs, living, I preſume, retired in ſome Mo- 
naſtery, becauſe ſtyled, by Eccleſton, Domina Incluſa de Bagington : Theſe were 
their firſt great Benefactors and Patrons. See Wood, as above quoted; though 
this Convent in our Annals, is ſaid to have been built by King Henry the Third, 
In this Houſe the Friers lived many Years, encreaſing, almoſt daily, in Num. 
ber, as weil as in Reputation: And, amongf the reſt of their Admirers, they 
were in great Favour with a certain devout and worthy Citizen (as Mr. Sommer 
(d) fays) of a flouriſhing Family then in Canterbury (as ſtil} in the County) 
one John Digg, or Diggs, then an Alderman, who, in the Year 1270, purchasd 
for them the Iſland in Canterbury calPd Bennewith, and the Place at the Gate of 
Stour-Street, and in due Time remov'd the ſaid Friers thither. So Sommer, 
Jbidem ;, who adds, that this John Digg was alſo an Alderman twelve Years be: 
fore, and one of the Bailiffs of the City of Canterbury three Years after; and 
that Weever, by Miſtake, calls him Sir John Diggs ; and farther ſays, this Iſland 
was, calPd Binnewith trom the Saxon words Binnan, Within, and With, an Iſland, 
or between the Water, becauſe lying and inclos'd within, or between the double 
Channel of the River Stour, bounding it on each Side; whence the Land-book of 
Cenulph the Mercian, who gave that Ground heretofore to the Church, deſcribes 
it lying inter duos gremiales Rivos Fluminis quod dicitur Stour. _ 1 
But, to return; This was one of the topping Convents the Franciſcans had, 
and there was (as the Place ſtill has) a double Way, or two Gates to it; the 
one calPd the Eaſt Gate; the other the North-Gate; That, in Stour-Street, in Al. 
Saints Pariſh This, in the High-Street, in St. Peter's Pariſh. 
Here My. Somner (e) is very ſevere upon the poor Friers on the Score of ſome

Now, before I rehearſe the mention'd Deed, I beg leave to make a ſhort Di- 


greſſion in Favour of the Franciſcans; whoſe whole Rent for the Premiſſes was 


no more than Five Shillings and one Fart hing yearly, according to the Cuſtom of all 
former Tenants to the ſame : But (as Somner ſtates the Caſe) here is an unjuſt 


Poſſeſſion indeed; an Uſurpation with a Vengeance: The Monks ſee themſelves 


robb'd, but dare not for their Lives cry out Stop-Thief ; nay are glad to come off 


with a Releaſement of all the Arrears, and to ſign an Agreement to be con- 


tented for the fuffire with a Part of the uſual Rents : that is, with Three Shilling, 
per Annum, inſtead of Five 
rightly ſtated. 


The Truth ot the Story I take to be this; viz. The Friers here paid no Rent 


for ſeveral Years for the Grounds lying within the Precin& of their Incloſure; 
but did not »/urp them as their own, or, de facto, make themſelves abſolute Lords and 
Poſſeſſors of the Iſtand, as Somner writes; but only made uſe of the faid Grounds 
dependant on the Conceſſion of the two late Archbiſhops, Robert Kilwarby, and 
John Peckham, who requir'd no Rent from the Friers, and who had an unqueſtio- 


Shillings and one Farthing. But, obſerve the Cale 


rable Right to remit the Rent if they thought fit; at leaſt for their own Time; 


as, de facto, they did; and where is the Wonder? both theſe Prelates (though 
ſome call the firſt a Dominican) were profeſs'd Franciſcans, and had been Provin- 
cials of their Order, and now having the Power, they alſo had the ill to be kind 
to their quondam Brethren, and to let them have a ſmall Share of what they had 
a Right to for the Support of their Dignity as Abbots of the Monaſtery ; ef- 
pecially with the Conſent of the Monks, by whom it was freely granted, as it 
plainly appears by this Covenant, whereby they forgive the Arrears to the

Kilwarby was elected Archbiſhop Anno 1272, ſoon after the Friers had the 
Iſland .;, And Peckham ſucceeded him in 1278, and departed this Life Anno 1292, 
two Years before this Agreement was made; and it cannot reaſonably be pre.

iven them, in caſetheir Spiritual Friends or Benefactors ſhou'd not pay to the 
ſaid Monks the Rent demanded, 5 
But, to make the Caſe of the Friers yet more intelligible, let the Reader 
ſuppole that ſome poor Man or other is permitted to have a Houſe and Garden 
as long as the Pariſh ſhall continue to pay a ſmall Rent to the Owner, in Behalf 
of the poor Creature, who has nothing of his own. The poor Man has no 
Right to the Houſe by dwelling in it; no Propriety in the Garden. by his digging 
in it; but muſt turn out whenſoever his Benefactors will no longer pay for his 
Houſe-room. Here is no Propriety ; but only a bare Uſe, dependent on the free 


Charity of others. The like is the Caſe of the Franciſcans in all they poſſefs : 


they have no Right to Houſe or Home, but live upon the good Will of others 
in the Places where they abide, and muſt turn out when the Proprietors will have 
it ſo done. But I return again to Semner (a) and his Friers here. 


| As for Benefactors to this Houſe, ſays he, I find theſe : One William Woodland, 


of Holy Croſs Pariſh, Anno 1450, by his Will, gave' Five pounds towards the Re- 
paration of the Church, and five Marks beſide to the Repairing of their Dor- 
mitory. Hamon Beale, a Citizen, and in his Time twice Mayor of Canterbury, 
choſe their Church for the Place of his Burial, as Iſabel his Wife had formerly 
done, and gave Forty Shillings in Money to the Convent. Indeed (to be ſhort) 
almoſt every teſtate dying Man of the City and neighbouring Parts, of any 
Worth remember'd theſe Friers. So Somner: Who alſo adds, that Br. Richard 
Martin, heretofore Guardian of this Convent, and at laſt Suffragan Biſhop to the 
Archbiſhop here, gave conſiderably to this Houſe ; as may be ſeen in the Firſt 
Part of theſe Collections, under the Near 1498. 2 
There is an authentick Record (ſays (b) Somner) of many worthy Perſonages, 
and of wor ſhipfull Families that have been here interr'd, the Catalogue of whom 
Weever (c) has collected and delivers; but under a wrong Title, ſaying, they 
were buried in the Whire, whereas he ſhou'd have ſaid the Gray Friers, as I can 
make good, to the Satisfaction of any that make a Doubt thereof. So Somner ; 
whoſe Authority on this Occaſion, is confirm'd by Weever himſelf, who calls 
them Friers Obſervents, and ſays, that Religious Houſe was founded by one John 
Diggs ;, which cannot be truly ſaid of any other than the Franciſcaus here; So 
that'tis plain the Word White was a Miſtake; and therefore here follow the

. th WINCHELSEY, in Syſſex. Here was a Convent of Franciſcans, and it is 
reckon'd the Third in the Cuſtody of London, as appears in the Catalogues of the 
Order; from whence I inter, that it was built before the Ter 1399 3 but by 
whom, 'or under what Title, I find not: However, it ſeems certain chat this 
Houſe was not endow'd ; For if it had enjoy'd any temporal Eſtate, Leland, 


Speed, or ſome other Engliſh Writer wou'd have thought it worth his while 


to have let the World know it; whereas they make no Mention of any ſuch 
Thing ; nor indeed is this Convent ſo much as named by any of them that! 


have yet ſeen. 


IV. SOUTHAMPTON, the County Town of Hampſhire. © Here (lays (b) 3 
* land) was a College of Gray Friers, in the South-Eaſt Part of the Town, tou- 
ching to the Town-wall, between the Eaſt and the South-Eaſt Gates, 

King Henry the Third began to build this Convent for the Friers Minors about 
the Tear 1225; and King Henry the Seventh afterwards gave it to the Franciſcan 
Obſervants, or elle built thema new one in the ſame Toon; and for that Reaſon 
Speed fays, this King was the Founder of the Franciſcans here : But he accounts 


for no Revenues ; So it may reaſonably be ſuppoſed that this Houſe, from the 
firſt to the laſt, ſublified by the Charity of the People, without any temporal 
Endowments of Lands contrary to the ſtrict Rule of St. Francis. The Title here | 


was St. Mary. 


V. WARE, in Hertfordſhire. Here was a Convent of Franciſcans, which is | 


mention'd by Mr. Weever (c) by Miſtake, thus, at the North-end of this Town 
© wasa Friery, whofe Ruins, not altogether beaten down, are to be ſeen at this 
Pay; It was founded by Baron Wake, Lord of this Town, about the Reign of

Houſe was built, or it was firſt founded for ſome other Order, and afterwards 
given to the Friers Minors, as ſome others were. The Author of the Summary 
of Religious Houſes makes mention of a Priory of Alien, here; and perhaps this 
was given to the Franciſcans when King Henry the Fifth ſent all the Aliens out 
of his Kingdom, and then the Friers might give it the Title of their Patron St. 
Francis. But theſe are no more than Conjectures: And | take the true Account 
of the Franciſcan Convent here to be given by My. Chauncy, in his Hiſtory of 
the Antiquities of Hertfordſhire, page 208, as it here follows. £1.91 
About the 18th Near of the Reign of King Henry the Third, and of our 
Lord 1233, Margaret, Counteſs of Leiceſter, and Lady of the Manour of Ware,

i Town of Ware, dedicated the ſame to Sr. Francis, and gave the Tithes of the

three Shillings. Afterwards it was ſold to James Stanley, Citizen and Scrivener of 


London.

Here are no Rents accounted for more than of three Shillings, and certam Tithes 
mention'd, which I preſume were not more than to bear the Charges of the 
Repaires of their Church and Convent, if ſo much; for no Rents are accounted 


for by Leland, Speed, and others, They lived upon Alms. It may be here ob- 


ſerv'd, that both theſe Writers, viz. Weever and Chauncy, agree in aſſerting that 
the Franciſcans were expelPd, out of their Convent at Ware in the 26th. Year of 
the Reign of King Henry the Eighth, viz, Anno 1 534 ; which. was four Tears before 
any other Religious (but the Obſervants), were turn'd out. I cannot think theſe 
two Hiſtorians were miſtaken in the Calculation of the Vear; and therefore con- 
clude, that the Friers of this Houſe were more zealous than ordinary in oppo- 
ſing the King's Supremacy, or were reckon'd Obſervants, and ſuffer'd with them: 
Which 1s not unlikely: However, here were buried Thomas Heton, and Joan, his 
Wife: Joyce ——— : William Eitlebury, and Elizabeth, his Wife; &c. So Weever, 
as above quoted. The Lord Wake (a) might be the firſt Founder of this Houſe, 
and Margaret, Counteſs of Leiceſter, the Rebuilder, Repairer, or a great Be- 
nefactreſs; and thus both theſe Accounts are reconciled ; allowing for Mr. Wee- 


vs Miſtake in the Date of its firſt Foundation. . 


VI. Lewss, in Suſſex. The authentick and receiv'd Catalogues (of 1399 and 
1400) of Convents Regiſter'd by the Order, reckon the Franciſcan Houſe here 
as the 6th Convent in the Cuſtody of London; which is all F can find of it. This 
Houſe may reaſonably be ſuppos'd to have enjoy'd neither Rents, nor temporal 
Income otherwiſe than Alms from the free Charity of BenefaCtors ; for had not 
the Friers here ſubſiſted wholly by Alms, ſome of our Engliſh Writers wou'd 
have diſcover'd their Funds, and told us of their Revenues ; whereas 3 of

This Houſe, according to Iſaacſon's Chro- 
nological Table, was built in the Tear 1250; and ſtood (as Leland (a) ſays) towards 
the Weſt-part of the Town, and not far from the Caſtle. Burner (b) adds, that 
this Place was ſurrender'd by the Warden and Seven Friers, on the 5th of Feb. 
1539- In plairMngliſh, they were turn'd out of Doors; and having no Right

King Henry the Seventh placed the Obſervants in this Seat; But whether it was 
a new Houſe built for them by that King, or the old Convent of the Conventuals, 
reſign'd to them by his Majeſty's Command, 1 do not find; but believe it was 
the latter; and that the ſaid Conventuals again took Poſſeſſion of it when the 
Obſervants were turn'd out of this, as well as out of all their other Houſes, by

When the Franciſcans firſt fix'd in 
Coventry, they had no Charter of Foundation for their Houſe there ; nor indeed 
any formal Grant in Writing of the Place whereon it ſtood ; which is no won- 
der, ſays he, conſidering, that, being not endow'd with Lands, they wholly liv'd 


on the Charity of others. And, as for their Habitation here, with the Church; 


tis certain that the Structure of both was wholly made at the Coſt of good Peo- 


ple: So great a Reſpect did the World, in thoſe Days, bear towards them, by 


reaſon of their devout and auftere Lives: For it appears, that, in the Tear 


1234, the oth of Henry the 3d, Ralph Fitz Nicholas, then Sheriff of Warwickſhire, 


4n his Accounts, makes mention of Shingles allow'd by the King for covering 


their Oratory here, and deliver'd out ot the Woods at Xenilworth for that Pur- 
poſe. The Ground whereon this Houſe was built was allow'd unto them by 


Runulph, the laſt of that Name, Earl of Cheſter, out of his Mannour of Cheyles- 
more, as is evident. It ſeems that theſe Friers had afterwards alſo many good 


Benefactors; For, fo fair a Church as that has been, by the View of the Steeple 


yet ſtanding, cou'd not be built without very great Coſt : But that the ſame 
Structure was made in Edward the Third's Days, I (ſays Dugdale) am inclin'd to 
believe, partly for the Form of its Fabrick, and partly becauſe I find that Edward, 
Prince of Wales (commonly calPd the Black Prince) by his Charter, bearing 
Date the 14th of December, the 32th of Edward the 3d, gave Leave to theſe 
Friers (of whom, as the Grant expreſſeth, he was a Patron) for to take ſo much 
Stone out of his Quarry at Cheyleſmore, as they ſhou'd have Occaſion for, to uſe 
about their Building and Walls; And likewiſe Liberty to have a Poſtern from 
their Manſion into the Park, to carry out any of their Convent that might be 
fick, or Infirm ; ſo that they were to go no farther than the faid Quarry; the 
Key of which Door was to be always kept by the Warden of the ſame Friers, 


or his Subſtitute, and no other to paſs that Way but ſuch as were ſick. And as I 


(ſays 'Dugdale) am of Opinion that then was the Time of its Building, (fo do I 
imagine that ſome of the Haſtings (now Earls of Huntington) were good Benefa- 
ors thereto, in regard that divers of them lay buried in a Chappel of the 
ſame Church, and ſome in the very Habit of Friers Minors : So great an 
Efteem had they of this Order.” Thus the famous Antiquary Sir William Dug- 
dale, who goes on with an Account of the Arms of the Hſtings's, the Cantilupes, 
the Valences, and the Spenſers, which heretofore were in the Windows of a Chap- 
pel of this Church, call'd Haftingss Chappel, and then he gives the following In- 
ſeriptions which were there in Latin, and are (in plain Engliſh) thus, viz. The 
Lord Henry de Haſtings, with the Lady Joane his Wife, the Daughter of Milliam 
de Cantilape, and Siſter to St. Thomas of Hereford ; and John de Haſtings, their 
Son, with Iſabel his Wife, the Daughter of William de Valence, Earl of Pembroke 
and Wexford, buried in the Habit of the Friers Minors; At whoſe right Hand

1305, which was before Edward the 3d came to the Throne, W tha 
and cannot be reconcil'd to his aſſerting that this Church was built in the Reign 
of that King. unleſs it be by ſaying, thoſe Interments were made in ſome Chap.

with Dugdale, who adds, that this Order of Friers was very much eſteem'd 
and reverenced by all Sorts of People is evident enough; for whoſoever ſhal] 
take Notice of fuch Bequeſts as by the Teſtaments of moſt Men and Women 
were made in ancient Time, may find, that, as they feldom negletted to give 
more or leſs to one or other Religious Houſe of this Rule, So, if they were 
Per ſons of Quality, they did frequently make choice of their Sepultures in them. 
So Dugaale, who again goes on. Before the Suppreſſion of Monaſteries, this 
City was very famous for the Pageants that were acted therein upon Corpus Chriſt; 
Day, which occaſion'd very great Confluence of People thither from far and near, 
and was of no {mall Benefit thereto z; which Pageants being acted with mighty 
State and Reverence by the Friers of this Houſe, had Theatres for the ſeveral 
Scenes, very large and high, placed upon Wheels, and drawn to all the emi. 
nent Parts of the City, 155 the better Advantage of the Spectators, and con- 
tain'd the Hiſtory of the Old and New Teſtament, compos'd in old Engliſh Rhyme 
as appears by an ancient Manuſcript intitled Ludus Coventrie. So Dug dale. 
Theſe Pageants, ſays Mr. Stevens, were ſacred Repreſentations, wherein were 
exhibited the Hiſtories of the Old and New Teſtament, the Perſons therein 
mention'd being brought upon the Stage, whom the Poet, according to his 
Fancy, brings in talking to one another, in old Engliſh Metre, compos'd by the 
Friers Minors, and acted by their Direction, and were both edifying and in-
